paraſfiticall Courtier, who was Emperour af- 
eter him next except Galba, In briefe Nero 
took fuch a liking to the Horſe, that he vow- 
ed to the immortall Gods, that if the beaſt 
dycd whilſt he lived, he would have him bu- 
ried with all ſolemnity and funerall Pompe, 
as was becomming the Horſe of ſo great a 
Monarch;andas fortune would have it,with- 
in ſome few tonths, the Horſe proved him- 
ſclfe a mortall beaſt, yielding his breath intro 
the ay1c,his caikafle being tuo compendious 
an abridgement or Epitomy for the magni--] - 
tude or amplitude of his ſpirit, | 
All the Collcdge of Horſleeches and Far- 
rincrs in Ree, were commanded to his em» 
bowelling.to ſce, if in fcir mature wiſdoms 
they could find by the ſymptomes of what 
diſcaſe hedyed, every man ſpent his judge. 
mecnc;ſome ſayd he dyed of a ſurfer, having

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heebcing grieved for his horſe,and off*hded 
with the rwo Senators who Fac d tmehrtheir 
Tatiesno better maners, than rottketh- wall 
of his Majeſties Horſe , hee di{miffed rem 
from their Office<,and madetws of his own 
fable Groomes Senatounrein' their roomes,

So/tcitoxrs, nimble crongu'd Pettifoggers, gree- 
dy Serfrants, hungry Yeemen, devouring
